it is worth ‘while to trade, except 
Angola, where there is not fo much

rather argues for the better regulating 
a‘Company, and for the more effe@ual 
fuppreffing the deftru€tive Methods of 
the feparote Traders, by whom the 
pe y’s Trade bas been reduc'd fo 
OW.
